funins having learned the Indiaw Language, and being a Man of exemplary

Abilities; God was with him, and made him an happy Inftramentof winning» 
Souls, ‘He'trarfl'ited fome parc of the Seripttre, and wrote Catechifmes, . 
and other profirablé'Books in their Languige, -' He canfed Scl.ools to be e- 
rected among thofe blind Barbarians, fo as that fix kunared of them. were - 
able to read, and write, and abou: fifiy who excelled in krowledge, and were 
of ‘approved godlinefs, became Inftrndors of others inthe Principles of the « 
trud Chriftian Religion: yeain three'and tienty Towns, there were Indian’

wmithont Godladd without Chri ft, and Strangers tothe Common-weatth of Ifcatly 
Ic troublecn me, when I read how the Papifts glory in that they have cone - 
verted fo many of the Eait and Welt /ndians to the Chriftian Fatch, and re- 2 
proach Prete£crts becaufe they have been no more induftrious ina work of © 
chat nature, Though I know they have lictle caufe co Glory, if che whole< — 
truth were know», Porias for many of their Converts, inafmuch as they 
ace become Vz/fals, not only ro che Herefies, but co the Perfons of thofe

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&@ HAT the Heathen People amongft whom we live, and 
whofe Land the Lord God of our Fathers hach given to us 
for arightfull Poffeffion, have at fundry times been plotting 
mifchievous devices againft that part of the Englifh Ifrael 

se which is feated in thefe goings down of the Sun, no man 
chat is an Inhabitant of any confiderable ftanding, can be ignorant. Efpeci- 
ally that there have been (nec injuria) jealoufies concerning the Narragan- 
fets and-Wompanoags, is notorioufly known to allmen. And whereas they 
have been quiet untill the laft year, that muft be afcribed to the wonderfull 
Providence of God, who did (as with Jacob of old, and after that with the 
Children of Ifrael) lay the fear of the Englif, and the dread of them upon 
all che Jndians. The terror of God was upon them round about. Ner indeed. 
had they fuch advantages in former years as now they have, in refpect of 
Arms and Ammunition, their bows and arrows not being comparably fuch 
weapons of death and deftruction, as our guns and {words are, with which 
they have been unhappily furnifhed. Nor were our fins ripe for fo dreadful

‘who had fubmitced himfelfunto, and was-caken under the protection ofthe . 
Bughifo perceiving that che profane Indians were hatching m {ebief againft the 
Boglith, he faithfutly acquainted: the Governour ‘of Plimouth, wich what he 
_ knew, and allo what his fears were rogether wich the grounds thereof, with-. 

all declaring, chat he doubted fuch and {ach Indians belonging to: Philip the- 
~ Sachem of Pokanoget-or Atount- hope, would murder himy which quickly hap-. 

ned:accordingly : for foon after this, Poh Saxfaman.was barbaroufly mur-. 
-thered by an Indian called -T-obiae:(one of Phillip’s chief Captains and Coun-. 
fellors) and by his fon, and another Indian, who knocked -him on the head: 
and chen lefe him on ihe Ice ona great Pond, Divine providence which u- 
fech to. bring murther co light, , fo ordered.as that an Indian unfeen by 
chofe three thar killed Sanfawan, beheld all chat they did to him, and {pake of. - 
it, fo-as chat a.Praying (and as there-is canfe:to hope)a godly Jaadicn, william. 
Mahauton by name, heard ofit,and-he forchwith revealed what he knew tor 
the Englifh,. Whereupon the three Indians who had commitred the mur-. 
ther. were apprehended, andthe other. Indian teftified-to their faces chae 
he faw.them killing Susfamae, Yheyhada fair tryall for their lives, and» 
chat no apperance of wrong might be, Jedians-as wellas Englith face upon - 
the fury, and all agreed to the condemnation of thofe Murctherers, who were- 
accordingly. executed in the beginning of the @eb, Month called 7use Anno, 
167§, . Chey. ftoutly dented the fad, only at lalt Tobias?s fon confeffed chae- 
his-father and che other Indian killed Saufaman, but chat him{elf had no hand.

had no lefs deferved ir) as they had done to bis Counfellour : wherefore he 
contrary to his Covenant and Faith engaged to Plimouth Colony, yea and 
contrary co his promife unco fom: in chi8 Colony (for about five years agoe 
Philip made a diftucbance in Plimouch Colony, but was quieted bythe pru- 
dencinterpofition of fomein our Colony, when he ingaged, that if at any 
time hereafter he fhould think che Eng!.fh among whome he lived did him 
wronge, he would noc caufe any di{quiecment before fuch time as he had 
acquiinted the Englith of AZatracha/ets,but contrary to thefe folemn ingage- 
ments he) doth call his men togecher and Arvme them, and refufed to come 
when fent for by the authority of Plimouth, unto whofe goverment he had 
fubjeted himfelf.

Hereupon the Englith in’ Plimouth Jurifdi@ion fent a {mall Army to thole 
towns next Afount- Hope in order to reducing Philip to his obedience, and 
for the fecurity of thofe places which were in great danger and in: no lefs 
“fear by reafon: of the infolency of the Heathen, © ! 

fune. 24. (Midfummer-day) was appointed and attended as a day of fo 
lemn Humiliation throughout that Colony,by fafting and prayer, to intreat 
the Lord to give fuccefs to the prefent expedition refp&ing the Enemy. At 
the conclufion of that day of Humiliation, as foon as ever the people in Swan- 
zy were come from the place where they had been praying together , the 
Indians difcharged a volly of fhot whereby they killed one man & wound-_ 
ed others, Two men were fent to call a Surgeon for the relief of che wound- 
ed, but the Indians kuled them by the way: and in another part of the 
town fix men were Killed, fo that there were nine englifh men murthered 
this day. | x . 
Thus did the ar begin, this being the fir englith blood which was fpilt by 
the Indians in an hoftile way. The Providence of God is deeply to be obferved,’ 
thar the fword fhould be firft drawn upon a day of Humiliation, the Lord 
thereby declaring from heaven that he expects fomething elfe from his 
People befides fafting and prayer, 

_.. Plimoth being thus fuddenly involved in. trouble, fend to the other uni- 
ted Se aa for aid, and their defires were with all readinefs complys 
ed wich. 

Souldiers marched out of Bofton towards Afount-Hope, Pune. 26th.and 
continued marching that night , when there hapned a great Eclipfe of the 
Moon, which was totally darkned Bika anhour, Only it muft be renem- 
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| bred that fome dayes before any Souldiers went out of Bofton Commiftioners 
were fentto treat with Philip, that fo if poflible ingaging ina War might be 
prevented, But when the Commiffioners came near to ALount- Hope, they 


_ found diverfe englifh men on the ground weltring in their fown blood, having 


been newly murthered by che Indians, fo that they could nor proceed further, 
Yea the Indians killed a man of this Colony as be was travelling in the roade © 
before fuch time as we took up arms: in which refpect no man can doubr of 
the juftne/s of our caufe, fince the enemy did fhed the blood of fome of ours 
who never didthem (our enemyes themfelves being judges) the leaft wrong - 
before we did at all offend chem, or attempt any act of hoftiticy cowards them, 

June 29th, wasa day of publick: Humiliation in this Colony appointed 
by the Council inrefpe@ of the war which is now begun, 

This morning our army would have ingaged withthe enemy, The Is- 
dians thot the Pilot who was directing our Souldiess tutheir way to Philips 
Countrey, and weunded feveral of our men, andran tnto Swamps, rainy 
weather hindred a further purfuit ofthe Enemy. An awfull Providence 
happened at this time: for a fouldier (a {tout man) who was fent from Wa- 
gertows, feing the Englifh Guide fluin, and hearing many profane oathes-a- 
mong fome of our Souldiers (namely thofe Privateers, who were aifo Volun-. 
teers) and confidering the unfeafonablenefs of the weather was fuch, as that 
nothing could be done againft the Enemy, this man was. poff: fled with a 
ftrong conceit chat God was againft the englith, whereupon he immediately 
ran ditracted, and fo was returned home a lamentable Spectacle. 

Inthe beginning of 7a/y there was another Skirmifb with the Enemy, ° 
wherein feveral of the Indians were Killed, amongft whome were Philips 
chief Captain, and one of his Counfellors, oer te 

Now itappears that Squaw-Sachem of Pecaffer her men were conjoyned — 
with the romponeags (chat is Philips men) inthis Rebellion, ei 
About this time they killed feveral Englifh at Tazvnton, and burnt diverfe 
heufesthere. Alfo at Swanzy they caufed abot halfthe Towne be con- 
famed with mercilefs Flames. Likewife AZiddlebury and Dartmouth in. Pli- 
mouth Colony did they burn with Fire, and barbaroufly murthered both men 
and women inichofe places, {tripping the flain whether men or women, and 
leaving them in the open field as naked as in the day wherein they were born,

but one kalf hour longer, Philip had come and yielded up himfelf. But God 
faw chat we Were not yet ficfor Deliverance, nor could Health be reftered 
unto us except a great deal more Blood be fir{t taken from us: and other 
places as wellas Plimoth {iood in neediof fich a-courfe to be taken wich 
them, It might rationally be con¢ Cured, thatthe unfuccefsfulnefs of this 
Expedition againk Philip would embolden the Heathen in other parts to do 
as he had done, and fo.itcame to pafs, For fuly.14. the Nipnep (or 
Nipmuck) Indians began their mifchief at a Town talled AL: adam (had we.

. Captain Hutchinfon and the reft that efcaped with rheir lives, haftened to 
euabaog, and the Indians {peedily followed, violently fet upon the Town,

Whereupon Soul- 
diers were fent (0n or about Auguff 25.) to demand their Arms.. They = 
were then gone out of cheir Forrs,.our Men fearching after them, they fad- 
denly fhor out of a Swamp, and after that an hor difpute continued for fome- 
hours, How many Judians were flain we know not, but nine Englith fell: 
that Day, wherein this Providence is obfervable, that thofe xixe men vahicly 
were killed ac that time belonged to nine feveral Towns, as if the Lord fhould:

multitudes of chem madea fudden and frightful affaulr, They feized upon 
the Carts and Goods ( many of the Soutdiers having been fo foolifh and fe- 
cure, aS to put their Arms in the Carts, and ftep afide to gather Grapes,, 


_ .. which proved dear and deadly Grapes to them ) killed Captain Lothrop, and 


above threefcore of his men, {tripped them of their cloches, and fo left them 
to lye welcring in their own Blood. . Captain AZo/é/y who was gone out to 
range the Woods, hearing the Guns, halted to their help, but before he 
could come, the other Captain, and his men were flain, as hach been expref- 3 
fed.

April. 9th, This day being the Lords day, there was an alarum.at Charles- 
60, Cambridge, and other towns, by reafon that‘fundry of the encmy were 
feen at Billerica, and (it feemeth) had fhoramanthere, This weck we hear 
from Couneéticut, that.a party of their Souldiers went with many of the Pes 
guods, and Adonhegins, and fome of Ninnegrets Indians, to feck after the ene- 
any, and they killed and cook captive forty and four Indians withous the 
lofs of any of ours: amongft whom were fzveral of their Chief € aptains and 
their great Sachem called Quanoncher, who wasa principal Risg-leader in 
the Narraganfer War, and had as great.an intereft and influence, as cat be 
 faid of any among the Indians, This great Sachem was purfued intoa Ri-
